B ut Fred Harjjer had no leanings to­ 
ward the grocery business; or any 
huslne.ss, for th at m atter.

“Fred Harper was nearly grown be­ 
fore he knew he was an alien, a mis­ 
fit in his environment.

T hat return visit to Mumfcfd 
brought to Fred the realization of 
many things but dimly grasped be­ 
fore. 
Could he have accepted the
